(1.) Country-man. O’s Mr. Abradly 
give any other 
Reafons for thofe 


Strange Notions of his which you have 
told me? ; ; 

Rehearfal. Yes. 1 will thew you all his 
Srength. He purfues what we were laft 
ypon, and fayes thus, p. 8. 

“ Thefe are the Principles of a Mode- 
“ vate Man, as to thefe things. They may 
“be call’d Latitude, or any other word 
“ which Men pleafe; but “tis ferting the 
4“ Building to’ Reft upon its true Founda- 
“tion, All things in Religion cannot be 
“ of the fame worth. Praétice is the End 
“ of all the Reft: Therefore Unwilful Er- 
“ rors in Fasth,- much lefs Miftakes in any 
“ outward Conftitutions, he cannot fet up- 
“on the fame foot with Sinsin Praétice. 
“ Wickednefs he takes to be the Greateft 
“ Hercfy, and a good Life the trueft Or- 
* shodoxy. 


(2.) Countryem. Was the Sin of Korab, 
of which we fpoke laft any other than a 
Miftake as to the Outward Conftitution of 
the Church? And was the Worfhip of Baal 
any other but an Error in Faith? And 
to fay, That thefe were Wi/ful Errors in 
all who fell into them, is begging the 
Queftion, and Highly Cncharstable. We 
may aS well fay, -That all Heathens, Sews, 
and Mahometans now in the World know 
themfelves to be in the wrong, and Perfift 
Wilfuly in thofe Errors, even tho” many 
of them are Ready to give up their Lives 
for them. We may fay, That there are 
no Confcientious Diflenters, but that All 
ftand out Obfinatly. Which wou'd not be 
well taken, it any Man fhou’d fay fo. 


Rehearf. But Mr. Hoadly thinks None of 
thefe Sins are Equal to Sins in Praétice. 

Country-m. Why? Are not thefe Sins of 
Praftice? Is not Worfhipping a fal/e-God 
a Sin of Prattice ? Was not the Sin of Koraha 
Sin of Praétice? Is not Idolatry, or Schifm, 
or Rebellion a Sin of Pragtice? Do’s Mr. 
Hoadly think there is no Sin of Praétice 
but being Drunk, er Robbing on the High- 
way? And are there not Greater Sins than 
thefe ? 


(3.) Rebearf. It feems not with him. 
He makes very little of Evrors in Faith, 
fo your Praétice be Good. He is all for 
Good Works, and lays the whole Sctrefs 
there. But I wou’d Recommend to him 
the Anfwer. our Blefled Savioar gave to 
thofe who ask’d Him, What hall we do, 
that we might work the Works of God? Fefus 
anfwered and [aid unto them, this is the Work 
of God, that ye Believe in Him whom He 
hath fent.” Joh. vi. 28, 29. Here we may 
Reconcile the Difpute about Faith and 
Works. For Faith it felf is call’d a Good 
Work, And yet it is no Part of Morality, 
but Depends purely upon Revelation. It is 
nothing of Natural Religion, which only 
Mr. Hoadly means by Good Praétice, and 
a Good Life; and calls it the trueft Or- 








thodoxy. So that a Good Moral Heathen, 
Few, or Mahomeran, is with him a Trne 
and Orthodox Chriftian ! And he fays, Thefe 
are the Principles of a MODERATE Man. 

Country-m. Of a Moderat Chriftian indeed ! 


(4.) Rehearf. But a Good Swubjef# you 
muft allow him. For he fays, p- 11. 4 
Man has a natural Right to Liberty of Con- 


[cience, which no bedy can take away from 
him, 
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bio, nono lee bimfelf, and ther can be no Rea- 
fon to Rejirain it, except where the Principles 
tend to the Dejiruttion of the Civil Srate. 

Country-m. Thea be makes an Exception. 
And is very Civil to the Seate! Buc what 
tho’ thefe /rinciples tend to the: Deftruciior 
of Mens Soul:? The Sate is not Concera’d 
in that! And therefor fuch Principles are 
not to be Keftrain’d. 

Rebcarf. No: For he fays, A4oderation then 
seiches a Man to allow All their Liberty of 
T hinki g, and to Controul them no other way 
but by Reafon and Argument, except in the 
Cafe before msentioned. . 


(5 ) Country-m. The Liberty of Thinking 
is what we need Thank no State for. For, 
thank God, Thoughts are Free. The Accu- 
fation againft Naborh was, that he did Bla/- 

heme Ged and the King. Now Mr. Hoadly

Rebearf You are Arch, Country-man.

Obligation to Support His Honour? Will 
they Suffer Him to be Blafphem’d, and at 
the fame time Punifh Bla/phemy againft the 
King with Death? Will they Suffer Herejies 
and Falfe Dorin, Pernicious to the Souls 
of Men, to be . Propagated and Encourag’d, 
and think they muit give no Account é 
Will Mr. Hoadly his Aloderation, to Allow 
ait their Liberty of Thinking, be a Plea for 
ahem? Why then were the Kings of J/rael 
Punifh’d by God for Suffering Jdolatrry in 
their Kingdom? And when the King him- 
felf and the People were Jdolaters, here was 
no Harm to the Strate, other than their 
offending God, and being under His Dif- 
pleafure Nay, he that wou'd then have. 
Preach’d up the true Religion, and Reprov’d 
their Idolatry, wou’d have given Difturbance 
to the Stare.
